WASTE OFTHBI'KOW:'* MOSKY.—Two 


of the grossest abuses, in the practical work- 
ng of our general government, may be 
seen in the con-taut increase of oflice-hold- 


ers, and in the lavish waste of the people's 
money in paying too many and too large 
salaries. These abuses have at length be- 
come so manifest and shameless, that we 
think it high time some thorough and sys- 
tematic effort were put forth for their cor- 
rection. 
But to whom shall we look for a 


remedy ? Will Congress be likely to aid us 
in such a movement ? Very little hope can 
we see in that quarter. It is only one year | 
ago, that the members of Congress, by their 
own act, and without anybody's leave, de- 
liberately agreed to raise their o\vn compen- 
sation from the comfortable sum of eight 
dollars a day, to three thousand dollars per 
session, which is at the rate o! more Hum 
thirty dollars a day for the short session, 
and it is not probable there will ba any 
very long sessions hereafter. 
The reasons 


offered, by Congressmen and others, for this 
flagrant and impudent public robbery, were 
only such as to add insult to the outrage, 
being partially false and largely contempt- 
ible. But, somehow or other, this grand 
swindle of the Treasury by the "honorable 
gentlemen" seemed to pass without any- 
general public rebuke ; and we suppose k 
is now well-nigh forgotten. 


It is but a few years since a grand hulla- 


balloo was raised about the meagre com- 
pensation allowed by 
our government to •-. 


its foreign ministers and other public agents 
abroad. 
Our representatives .at foreign 


courts, it was said, -did not receive pay 
enough to enable them to hold up their ! 
heads and make a respectable appearance ; 
in "good society." <Sc. 
And so their sala- •, 


ries had to be doubled ar.d tripled, and so j 
on, until the people of the United States : 
are now taxed something over half a mil-' 
lion of dollars yearly, for services which are 
not worth half a hundred thousand, nor ; 
anywhere in that neighborhood. 
j 


It is said, by way of contrast to the large j 


and expensive military establishments 
of: 


Europe, that'!the United States have no 
standing army"—and in a general sense it 
is true. 
All .the standing army we have 


consists of a few handfuls of soldiers scat- 
tered here and there in forts along the sea. 
board, and at some dozens of outposts on 
our Indian and Mexican frontier—and a 
few hundred epauletted gentlemen termed 
officers, wlio have either tull pay or 
uaU 


pay, (but many of them very large pay,) 
and spend a fair -share of their time just 
where and as they please, without any very 
troublesome duty to do, or even to think of. 
Yet, with all th's lack of a standing army, 
and in a time of entire peace, the people of 
the United States are constantly taxed some 
eight or Ten Millions of Dollars annually 
for the support of "the army" and for mili- 
tary works and expenses. 
And Ten Mill- 


ions more go yearly to the support of the 
jijavy—tnd untold millions to the support of 
the civil and judicial and executive depart- 
ments of the government, including the col- 
lection of the public revenues, one third of 
whicb are squandered in the very act of 
collection, and certainly another third very 
5Qon after they are collected. 


The land is overrun, am! the people de- 


voured, by office-holders—more numerous 
.and ravenous than were the locusts in 
Egypt. And Congress is as deep in the 
mud, as the rest of the government is in 
•the mire. Where is help to come from ?— 
The People must think, speak, aud ACT for 
themselves. 
And they mustmovc speedily. 


THE WATERING PLACHS— Union Saving 


— I sometimes wonder tne violent abnlition- 
ists do not denounce the watering places as 
Union Savers, just as they do those good 
men who love their country and labor to 
make it one and inseparable. The springs 
of Saratoga and of Virginia are exerting no 
mean influence not only upon the health of 
individuals, but upon that of the body politic 
By the mutual intercourse they promote be- 
tween the North and .South, they, as it 
were, pour their healing waters into the 
wonnds of the country. — Correspondence.

The Atlnnllc Tclugrniih. 


The following particulars respecting the 


breaking of the cable arc brought by tho 
Steamer America. 


The Atlantic telegraph cable is broken, 


and operations for the present lire suspend- 
ed. The British steamer Cyclops hud re- 
turned to Valentin 
with Mr. Field on 


board. That gentleman immediately re- 
paired to London to confer with the direc- 
tors, on the future movements, and tele- 
graphs me as follows: 


"linndon, Saturday 
Morning.—Her 


Majesty's steamer 
Leopard arrived 
at 


Portsmouth Friday evening, the Mth, and 
reports that the Atlantic cable was lost at a 
quarter before four o'clock on Tuesday 
morning, the llth, after having paid out 
successfully !i35 nautical miles of cable, and 
the last hundred miles of it in water over 
two miles in depth, and (lie greater part of 
this at the rate of rather more than 
five 


knots an hour. 
At the time the accident 


occurred there was a heavy swell on. 
The 


Niagara was going at the rate of four knots 
per'hour, and as the engineer found that 
the cable was running in too great a pro- 
portion lo the speed of theship, he consider- 
ed it necessary to direct the breaks to be ap- 
plied more firmly, when unfortunately the 
cable parted at some distance from the 
stern of the ship. 
The Agamemnon, Ni- 


agara and Susquelnnna are to remain a 
sliort time where the cable parted, to try 
some experiments in the deep water of that 
part of the Atlantic, two thousand fathoms, 
which it is considered will be of great 
value to the telegraph company, and then 
all go to Plymouth, England. 


The Cyclops was sent back with dis- 


patches to Valentin, & then to join the Leop- 
ard at Portsmouth. 
Although the unfor- 


tunate accident will postpone the comple- 
tion of this great undertaking for a short 
time, the result of the experiment has been 
to convince ail that took part in it of the 
entire practicability of the enterprise. For, 
with some slight alterations in the paying 
out machinery, there appears to be no 
great difficulty in laying down the cable, 
and it has been clearly proved that you 
can successfully telegraph through twenty 
five hundred miles of cable, and know that 
its submersion at a great depth had no per- 
ceptible influence in the electric current.—• 
There is no obstacle to laying it down at 
the rateof five miles an hour in the greatest 
depth of water on the plateau between Ire- 
land and Newfoundland. 
Tho experience 


now obtained must be of great value to the 
company, and it is understood the Directors 
will decide whether it is best to have more 
c ible made and try again immediately after 
the equinoctial gales are over, or wait until 
.another summer. In Liverpool an impres- 
sion prevails that another trial will take 
place in October.
